This is the legacy whlcli the school 
Inherited from its founder the late 
Joseph Pulitzer. 'Upon the prin- 
ciples which he espoused and with 
endowments provided by his will 
the School' of Journalism began 
Instruction at Columbia University 
in the autumn of 1912, 

The objectives of ' the school are 
best expressed In the college cat 
endar. which states: "Education for 
journalism at Columbia has, for 
Us primary goal, ■ : th e Mf pi^t iutaOt 
reporters — men arid "womenV whc 
know how to observe, listen, 
record, and interpret the facts, and 
events of each day's life. Without 
the reporter's constant vigil there 
s no profession of Journalism and 
there is no adequately Informed 
public. ■ , 

Only sixty-five out of nearly four 
hundred applicants are accepted 
each year for the Columbia Uni 
versity Graduate School of. Jour 
natism. At the present lime the 
enrollment has a very large per- 
centage of veteran students.. 

Instruction Is carried out accord- 
mg to a regular newspaperman's 
working week, and the standard 
discipline and procedures of a 
newspaper office provide the 
school with Its operating schedule. 
An Intensive program is carried out 
in tlie one yeat^ gra^luatc) course. 

Throughout the week the stu 
dent's timirls'bccupled.- and there 
sre occasional, night assignments. 
From their very first day at the 
school they arc engaged in wrUlng, 
reporting, editing, interviewing, re- 
search, and other activities similar 
in scope and forip to their work 
iis a professional Journalist.

-The newsroom 
where students spend much of their 
time, has teletype printers of all the 
major press services, a radio broad 
casting connection with amplifiers, 
and a motion-picture projector and 
screen; The school also has press 
privileges at 'the .'United Nation 
HeBdquarter.i at Lake Success, 
Professor Baker pointed out that 
addition to this training, the en 
tire' stuUerft body, in the Spring, 
goes out In groups to gain expert 
ence by putting out one full edition 
of certain suburban area newspa 
pers such as: the Nyack Journal 
News.' the Tarry town Neiys, ,th 
PeekskUl Evening Star, and . the 

Kingston Freemen. ^ 

This Columbia; coûjwè^^^^ Jour 
halism leads to degree^dtMaster of 
Science. ' Professor Baker explain 
ed that the Science degree was 
awarded because the School 
Journalism is a professional trades 
school in the University, and not 
one~(« .th« ArtI • curricula and 
therefore it led to the degree 
Master' of Science. - 

There Is no quota for, Canadian 
students; and since no Canadian 
university gives graduate instruc 
tion in .Journalism, there is conse 
quently a large number of Cana 
dians who apply. This year's class 
contains four Canadians, from 
Montreal, 'Toronto, Belleville, and 
New Brunswtclc. Hiey have had 
others from A|berta and some from 
British Columbia. Amongst the ex 
Daljy staffers who have attended 
this school are < Dusty Vineberg. 
Betty Siegier, and May Ebbitt who 
is at,. the^:piresènti.tlme working on 
the Montreal Standard. 

Professor Baker added that they 
lik« to have students from other 
parts of the world because it gives 
the.class a cosmopolitan accent.

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With the publication- of- the Dally 
ending this Thursday, this is the 
last Sports Views Column of the 
year, and so with that fact In mind, 
wc feel that It Is a good time to 
sum up the hockey lUuation as it 
exists today and perhaps glvo out 
with some constructive criticism on 
tho matter. ■ ' 

The rather obvious fact starine us 
In the face that the Redmen have 
won only two of their eleven games 
played so far.' The rcasohs for that 
are many. One was the lack of 
experience in Senior cmpany. Sev- 
eral tithes the McCilllans were 
leading their games, but costly mis- 
takes due to. bvious inexperience 
cost ^Ihem the game. 

The other reason Is that most of 
tho players arc of Senior 'B' level, 
that Is, better than Intermediate 
and good enough for third line ma- 
terial on what a good Sqnior team 
should be. Now, this lack of good 
material stems' from many Impor- 
tant reasons. The- first Is the lack 
of good teams In Intermediate and 
Junior levels. .The Intermediate 
angle has been modified allghtly 
this year, with the wcii-coached 
Bcigicr Braves, who seem headed 
for a champlnship In their league. 
But what of the players who Just 
missed making the Intermediate 
team? They not only have.no team 
to play on, except fot; the rather 
colourless Intramural league, out 
arc pretty well discouraged from 
ever trying again. Many people 
minimize the Importance of a 
Junior team, but they should realize 
that three players on the Senior 
team came from Junior' to Inter- 
mediate to 'ihe s Redmen ranks in 
the peinons 'of Bob Ruaseil, Arne 
"Dempsey" Taylor and the Injured 
Ross Parsons. And so our first rec- 
ommendation Is the establishment 
of a Junior team, which would Im- 
prove the calibre of our Interme- 
diate and eventually our Senior 
team. 

We also feel that the powers that 
be are not allowing team spirit to 
manifest Itself when they allow 
before-game training table condl 
tions to degenerate Into the state 
they arc in now. Frankly; speaking, 
the hockey training table la so de 
pressing that several players havi 
Indicated to this observer that 
they'd- rather not attend, . and njcut 
of them- don't. . • . • • 
; In, fact, .'the whole -spirit of the 
hockey- setup, as .far : as ..training 
table and equipment conditions' àre 
concerned, is so .different from 
other teams that many McGiliians 
Just don't turn' out for this sport 
because it is'nt made enjoyable for 
them to do so.' Perhaps, It the new 
afena,^^^^|W«re put.;..|nto;^opèrâ' 
tlo'n irPiffiefiiear future," these '^coii* 
ditions would be vastly imp'rovcil, 
but If not, they should be loolced 
into seriously. 

And for our. ^ last suggestion, , we 
would like to'!' recommend - 'a little 
more publicity 'for this sport from 
the Athletics JOffice.
